Nawab Azamyar Jung, Political Secretary, has not been even once to his office 
ever since his appointment to the post, and has not yet carried out certain orders 
passed a year ago. Amir Muhammad Khan, the 2nd Talukdar, has been suspended 
through spite. But there is none to call upon Rifatyar Jung for an explanation 
on the subject. One Abul Hasan was first dismissed, but he has again been reins- 
tatzd. This shows that the Prime Minister is a weak-minded man and is altogether 
wanting in decision of character. His late tour was attended with great oppressions 
and hardships to the poor. No sooner the intelligence of his approaching tour reached 
a village than the people deserted it. Even the Governor-General of India would not 
take such a vast number of followers with his camp as the Premier of Haidarabad 
did.
